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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



1. 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 



2. Claims 1-8 5 1 1,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Under current Interim Guidelines with respect to 35 U.S.C. 101, claims 1-8,1 1,12 define 
non-statutory processes because it merely manipulates a signal via a mathematical algorithm 
without a claimed limitation to a practical application, and the transmission of the signal, as 
disclosed, can be a carrier wave, and hence is non-statutory. Furthermore, claim limitations 
pertaining to "performing the method in a practical application" do not overcome 35 U.S.C. 101 
in the sense that a useful, concrete, tangible result is not being produced in the active steps of 
determining or transmitting (the claim limitations are similar to "for use" type claim language, 
which is non-functional descriptive language). Claim 12 pertains to a storage medium 
containing a signal, without define any structural and functional interrelationship between a 
storage medium and a computer which would permit the storage medium's functionality to be 
realized (Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361,31 USPQ2d at 1760; Lowry, 32 F.3d at 1583-84, 32 
USPQ2d at 1035). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1-8,1 1,12 are allowable over the prior art of record (and would be allowed once 
amended to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejections stated above). 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of allowable subject matter: 

As per the independent claims, the claim recitations pertaining to the transmission of 
phase jitter parameters, along with the other elements as claimed, is not explicitly taught by the 
prior art of record.
